Mo u n t Mo rris

A group of people were gathered 


before the cabin of the Rev. John 


Sharp, just 96 years ago. 
At an ex­ 


clamation from one of them the? 
faced the south, where a cloud of 
dust was visible on the pike. The 
eloud seemed to approach rapidly, 
and soon the outlines of a stage- 
eoaoh appeared, and as it neared the 
group, the crack of the driver’s whip 
was heard, impelling the sweating 
horses to one final burst of speed. 
As the stage diev' to a grinding 
halt, one of the assembled group 
jumped to take hold of the lead 
horses, while 
the others crowded 
ground ¿he coach, to see who it was 
that had come to the young town 
Of Mt. Morris. Pear dusty travelers 
alighted, to be received by eager 
relatives and friends. 
Carpetbags 
6ncT 
portmahTMTu 
were 
handed 
down by the stage driver to waiting 
hands, and were followed by sturdy 
trunks. 
Still one more piece of baggage 
Spmained, and this was handed to 
the Rev. John Sharp. 
The first 
mail had arrived a t Mt. Morris. 
This scene slowly fades, and final­ 
ly dissolves into a view of a beauti­ 
ful brick building, in the midst of 
tali pines, and surrounded by the 
well built homes of 2,300 people. No 
longer does a stagecoach bring the 
mail from LaSalle, by a devious 
route through Brookfield, Winnoos- 
ki. Grand Detour to Mt. Morris, and 
then on to Boonsbcro and Freeport, 
to bring eagerly awaited news from 
loved 
ones in the old 
home 
in 
Maryland. 
The building as it stands today 
epitomizes 
nearly 
a 
century 
of 
growth, and mail comes now from 
the four comers of the earth. 
In 
1841 the total receipts for (he year 
was $3.86. and the Rev. John Sharp 
received the munificent sum of $1.01 
for his services. 
Two years later 
the 
proceeds 
of 
the 
office 
was 
$251.42. 
Even then Mt. Morris ex­ 
hibited a growth which has con­ 
tinued over the y ears, as can be 
seen from the following article taken 
from the firs; issue of the Rock 
River register, published 
January 
I, 1842. by Jonathan Knodle: 
“Mt, Morris was well founded in 
the spring of 1841 (1839), and it is 
now already found, when not yet 
ten months old, to hold 282 souls, 
inclusive oi the students and teach­ 
ers a t Rock River seminary, which 
dignifies the center of the village. 
This day, January 1, 1842. the citi­ 
zens number 137, and the town con­ 
sists of 21 houses. Mt. Morris is five 
miles west of Oregon City, in the 
same county, and 80 miles west oi 
Chicago. 
It is handsomely situat­ 
ed on one of the most beautiful and 
extraordinarily? fertile prairies which 
distinguish Illinois, and especially 
the Rock River region, for abund­ 
ance and excellence of agricultural 
production. 
It is named in honor 
cf Bishop Morris, of the M. E, 
church.” 
So it is perhaps nice to think 
that it was not alone the presence 
oi 
Senator William H. Dieterich, 
Congressman Leo AVe n , the Hon. 
Frank Wilson, our state representa­ 
tive. and the Hon. J. M. Donaldson, 
deputy 
first 
assistant postmaster 
general, which brought ou a size­ 
able gathering of people last Sa t­ 
urday 
to 
attend 
the 
dedication 
ceremonies lor the new postoffice. 
Something more than a postoffice 
building was dedicated. 
There was 
dedicated the soul ol a great serv­ 
ice to a great nation. 
Eighty people attended the din­ 
ner at the Kable Inn, in honor of 
the Hon. William H. Dieterich, U. 
S. senator from Illinois, who gave 
the dedicatory address. 
Mt. Morris 
citizens 
and 
visiting 
postmasters 
from our neighboring towns listen­ 
ed to the informal program at the 
dinner, when Postmaster Dwight S. 
Sharer introduced Senator Diete­ 
rich, Congressman Allen, Represen­ 
tative Wilson, the Hon. J. M. Don­ 
aldson, J. J. Doheny, superintendent 
of the sixth division, railway mail 
service, of Chicago, and Superin­ 
tendent 
Muldoon of the 
railw'av 
mail service in St. Louis. Mrs. James 
Smith entertained the guests dur­ 
ing the dinner, with a solo. 
Following the dinner, the guests 
crossed over to the community gym­ 
nasium, where other citizens and 
visitors were waiting for the dedi­ 
cation ceremonies, with Prof. Ira 
R Hendricksop presiding. 
In his dedicatory address, Sena­ 
tor 
Dieterich 
congratulated 
Mt. 
Morris 
upon her almost fabulous 
growth and prosperity, and stress­ 
ed the lact that a continued growth 
and prosperity* in our community 
and nation w*as directly dependent 
upon the active interest and par­ 
ticipation 
in the solution of the 
many problems which confronts our 
nation. 
Hie Hon. J, M. Donaldson gave 
interesting history of our pos­ 
tal service, and described the growth 
of the local office from the receipts 
Qt $3.86 in 1841, to over $500,009 
for the current year. 
This places j 
Mt. Morris fifth in the state of II- j 
imois, with only Chicago, Spring- 
fit Id, Peoiia and Joliet exceeding

Mount Morris has a heart! The 
people of Mount Morris are good 
neighbors! These statem ents are 
neither idle boasts nor calculated 
flattery, but are borne up by re­ 
plies of many citizens who made 
replies to questions asked by the 
members of Miss Nelle Bishop’s 
high school journalism class. 
In order to get an im partial con­ 
census of opinion regarding the 
Community Chest drive, the mem­ 
bers of the class last week picked 
out people a t random and asked 
each of them the following ques­ 
tions: 
1. Do you think that each local­ 
ity should take care of the needy, 
or is the state and national relief 
system better? 
2. 
Do you 
prefer many sep­ 
arate drives for funds, or do you 
favor making one drive, as in the 
Community Chest method? 
Judging by their replies to the 
first question, the people of our 
community seem to concur over­ 
whelmingly with the opinion as ex­ 
pressed by Dr. Durray DuMont; 
“The state combined with local 
supervision, because some localities 
in the state are too poor to care 
for their needy—localities can ad­ 
minister 
relief 
where 
needed,” 
and with the opinion of Dr. C. H- 
Hightower, 
who said 
that “R e­ 
lief should, as a general policy, be 
cared for locally as they are closer 
to the problem. If the local com­ 
munity should be unable, then fed­ 
eral and state aid is necessary.” 
Many of the plant workers ex­ 
pressed themselves similarly, and 
of thirty people of whom 
these 
questions were asked, only two 
dissented. Pastors of looal ohurch- 
es, executives of local organiza­ 
tions, and many of the business 
men also agreed th a t through local 
administration 
of 
funds, 
much 
more efficient results are obtained. 
Postm aster Dwight 
S. 
Sharer 
stated that “During the recent de­ 
pression that the state and na­ 
tional governments take an active 
part in the administering of re­ 
lief. but under anything like nor­ 
mal conditions this work unques­ 
tionably can be handled more ef­ 
ficiently and economically by local 
organizations.” 
In answer to the second ques­ 
tion. Mrs. Don Mills, president of 
the Woman’s club, Mrs. Dale Lizer, 
president of the Parent Teachers 
Association

Although the Community Chest 
method does, away with the per­ 
sonal contact which the individual 
giving provides, its greater effic­ 
iency assures that a larger pro- 
porticn of one’s donation actually 
goes into real service, rather than 
toward paying the salaries of pro- 
fessiohal drive organizers. The on­ 
ly 
expense 
in 
the 
Community 
Chest drive is for postage and 
informational expense, and no sal­ 
aries are paid to any one aiding in 
the drive. Then too, this expense 
is incurred but once, as against the 
repeated 
expense 
of 
separate 
drives.
